A President Declining Ego.

Tuosk who have taken the troubls to read
Mr. Johunson's late speeches must have been
struck by their exceeding tameness. There is
no depth of thought, no vivacity of senti-
ment, no felicity of language about them.
They are commonplace and barren to a re-
markable degree. Even in his #peech upon
Masonry, delivored at the great Masonic oele-
bration in Boston—a theme and an occasion
whioh ought to have inspired him to elo-
guence—there s a poverty of thonght and
expreasion absolutely painful to contemplate.
The only thing, aside from himself, that
pesmed partioularly to impress his mind, was
the faot that the Masons had paraded the
gtreets in full regalia, and nobody had insulted
them | This seems to have been 80 ununsual
a thing in Mr. Johnson's experience, that his
puind dwelt upon it. Perhaps, had he always
lived in Boaton, the scens of a procession
quietly passing the strests without jears would
not have been a0 new or strange to him.

But whatever poverty of thought Mr, John.
son may exhibit npon ordinary topics, there is
one subject upon which he never fails to have
both ideas and language, and that is—himself.
His egotism 1s boundless. What ke has dons,
and gaid, and been, from alderman up—his
devotion to principle, his oconsistency, his
oourage, his conscientiousness, and all his
ather virtues, are the themes of his never-
ceasing remark. No matter what the occasion
or the clroumstances, his mind natnrally and
inevitably falls into this train of thought, In
this Boston speech, for instance, there are but
forr sentences that do mot contdin the per-
gonal proncun referring to himself, He tells
the audience first how thankful he is for the
reception accorded him. He next exouses him-
sell for nof addressing them, and immediately
prooeeds to addreds them at length, Next he
allodes to the fact that /e has witnessed and
participated in many Masonic celebrations, in
which he has heard jeers and tannts cast upon
the members for app#aring in their proper
attire. He then adds that he should not have
visited Boston on this occasion had it not been
for the Masonic Order., Fearing, apparently,
that this statement might not be fally
credited, he adds that le came in good faith for
the express purpose of witnessing the dedioa-

tion of the Temple; and to give it Ais
countenance and sanction. And in the
next pentence he amusingly asserls
that in this—that is, in going

to Boston—as “‘in most things in whioh he
has partivipated,”’ he has first satigfied his
conscience that he was right, and then “left
consequences to take care of themselves.”
This sentence was evidently lugged in to allow
Mr, Johnsgon to boast of his conscientionsness,
not so much in this trip to Boston as in those
¢ fmost things' in which he has participated.
He next runs back to the idea that he had
not intended to make a speech, asserting that
what he had said was by way of episode.
But his mind still dwelling npon himself, he
evidently supposes others to be thinking of
his speech-making faculties, and adds that
there are some, perhaps, who woald not be
preépared to concede that he was “not logua-
cious.” But heavers “I am not, as a gene-
ral thing, however, very garralous or loqua-
cious.” Btarted onanew tack by these re-
marks, but still thinking of himself, he goes
on to say that what little talking he has done
has been from necessity rather than from
ohofce. DBut it has only beeu on great ocoa-
sions that he has talked. * When truth,
when prineiple, when my country, when the
great cause of the human fawmily was at stake,
1 have spoken.” 'With Mr. Johuson's speaches
made last summer, in his notorious swinging-
round-the-eircle campaign, before him, one
might well suppose this passage to be froni-
cal; but it is not. It is pure, simple egotism,
It is Mr. Johnson setting himself up as the
defender of truth, principle, his country, and
the human family.

He next is apparently about to discuss the
principles of Masonry, for he says:—*I believe
that the great principles of Masonry are
gynonymous with the great principlas of free
government.” Bat this is only half the sen-
tence, and is merely introduced to pave the
way for him to add—‘‘and if my brothers wil|
examine my public carcer from my advent in
political life to the present time, 1 think they
will find that I have been true to both.” Btill
harping on himself, still boasting, still declin-
ing ego !

But he is not yet dome. He next informns
them that Ae I8 personally s stranger to Massa-
chusetts, but still her ‘“intimate friend and
aoquaintance,” mnd that politically, when
“‘these great principles’ come up, men who
understand them oan act in harmony. He has
never failed fo defend the Order even in its
most trying ordeals. And here he leaves the
Order and swings around to the more conge-
nial subject of himself alome, He says:—*1
vare not whether it is religion or politios, or
both combined, in the pursuit and in support
of & correct principle 1have never hesitated to
expreas my views. I live for principle, I am
devoted to principle, and 1 take fresh courage
from the demonstrations which have been
made to-day," ete,  And g0 with a fresh burst
of self-landation aod self-congratulation this
strange speech is brought toacloss. From
beginning 10 end, it is platn that Mr. Johuson

was thinking solely of htwaelf. The Masonio
Order and fta magnificent colébratlon wore
morely a string upou which he could array
the chining pearls of his own Asdumed excel-
lonoles and virtues. Not Masonry, but Andmw
Johneon, was his real tople of thought and
speech.

18 this the Iangnage of true worth! Is a
man whose lifo has boen so public and yet so
consistent, o devoted to truth snd principle,
obliged to be forever reminding the people of
these facta ¥ Can't they ses for themselves!?
The very anxiety whioh Mr. Johnsodl g0, oon-
stantly displays in asserting his consistenoy,
argues a seorel conscionsness that he has not
been congistent, and that the people know it.
His very asseverations of innocence betray the
inward sense of guilt. His protestations of
devotion to principle reveal the consclona
want of it. Jf aman’s conrse has been con-
sistent, straightforward, upright, honest, and
patriotie, he don’t to be telling everybody
of it. The people dre intelligent. They
know the positions that public men have held,
the principles they have advocated, and the
record they lave made. If Mr. Johnson's
present position is consistent with the one
he held when nominated and elected by the
Union party; if the principles he now main-
tains are those he then maintained; if he is
the same “Moges’ to the colored race now
that he was, or promised to be, when he made
his celebrated speech to the colored people of
Naghville; if he belleves now as he did when he
publivly nrged the confisoatien of Rebel estates,
and the dividing up of their vast domains;
if all these things are 8o, the people are suf-
flciently intelligent to know and appreciate it,

without Mr, Johnson's so constantly taking
the witnesg-stand in his own behalf. On the
other hand, if these things are nol so, no
nmount of palaver, to speak plainly, on the part
of Mr. Johnson will suffice to change the
public judgment of his position and conduot,
In the future he will consult his own dignity,
as well as that of the office he holds, by ex-
hibiting a greater reticence in regard to him-
self, Le Presidents of the United States
have generally been men of great personal
dignity, and who knew how to receive those
courtesies and attentions which are doa to the
office without thrusting their personal viriunes,
achievements, and records genernlly befora the
public. Let the present incumbent imitate
their excellent sxample,

Speech of Major-Genesal Rawlings.
GexerAn Jorx A. Rawnixes, Chief of Stafl to
General Grant, was called upon to deliver a
gpeech to the citizens of Galena, Ilinois, and
in response addressed them at great length.
The opinions of General Rawlings, even did
he not hold the position he does, would be of
interest, as he is a brave soldier and an able
lawyer. But his close and intimate relations
with the General-in-Chief give to his words a
semi-official utterance from that officer. We
cannot say that the contents of the address
are very committal. He reviews the war and
its causges, and favors in extenso the Constitn-
tional amendment. Speaking of the Recon-

struotion bill, he says:—

“If o State by s own wrong loses ita republican
Jorm of government, the Unlted States is in duty
bound (o resfore i, Jf a State refuses profection to
its oltisens, the Uniled States muat ord it. To
eflect Lhese purposes bas beeo the alm of Lhe
United Biates fn the late conlest, Thoe Civil
Riglhts blll resulted. The exeoution of Lthis
belog imperfect, the Reconsiruction bill lol-
lowed, ‘I'ne object and purpose of these aocls
cannol be deemed unconstitutional, for they
are In the nature of an executlon issuad by a
Court apon a judgmnent or decree, arrived at
after a Mall bhearing. The Government beln
possessed of nll the evidence in the case, had,
as in an actlon at law, delivered a judgment,
and upon unou-compliapce with a decree, a
posse comifatus, the army, had been ealled In to
enforee the execution. Heyond a doubt i was
necessary lo use the military for this purpose, and
under the Constitution that necessity 1s to be, and
has been, judged of by the proper authorltles,'

The General strongly supports the bill, and
argues at length in its favor. It is not impos-
gible that, although so intimately connected
with General Grant, General Rawlings may
hold vfbws diametrically opposed to his supe-
rior, DBut it iz much more probable that
his views coincide with those of the soldier
with whom he has so long served. Could
the country receive a olear expression of
opinion from the chief military hero of the
war, it wonld tend to allay that uneasiness
which the unsettled political condition of the
country naturally creates,

Wonray or 1EE PREMiER.—At Boston the
following incident occurred, which reflects
great credit om the dignity of the Becretary of
State., Among other incidents, an old man
familiarly addressed Beoretary Beward, and
said,—*How are you, Billy I"* The Secretary
responded, “Very well, thank you; how are
you ?' The old man replied, with much good
humor and emphasis, *“‘Bully 1!

This may seem rather strangs to some, but
then, probably, Hamilton, Clay, Esrl Derby,
or Lord John Russell would have done the
same thing nnder like e¢ironmstances.

Exrriorr,.—Mr. Johnson's replyto a speach
of welcome in Boston, returned thanks *‘in
behalf of the people I represent.’”” We won-
der where they can be found? Probably all

Mr, Johuson's constituenvy were along with
him, for we doubt if they extend beyond his
privates secretaries and himself,
